Water, cold make for rescues, wrecks 


Series of weather-related incidents keep 
first responders, public works crews busy

Runaway barges, bathtub res- 
cues, car accidents and traffic tie- 
ups were the region’s lot Saturday 
as rain from a few warm days met 
Friday night’s freezing rain and 
the morning’s snow and cold. 

As daylight waned, the Parkway 
was flooded and closed along the 
southern edge of Downtown, and 
upwards of 15 barges were jammed 
against the Emsworth Locks and 
Dam — but at least Jason Corbin 


had escaped with his life and his 
spirit intact. 

“I need the Steelers to win to- 
morrow, because of my stupidity,” 
the Irwin man said, as city emer- 
gency personnel led him up the 
stairs after rescuing him from the 
temporary island haven formed by 
the roof of his submerged Nissan 
Frontier. 

The Parkway from the Fort Pitt 
Bridge to Grant Street was under-

Gas drillers 
supersizing 


well pads

Dave Elkin remembers in the 
earlier days of the Marcellus when 
EQT drilled three wells from a sin- 
gle well pad and it was considered a 
technological marvel. 

“The greatest thing since sliced 
bread,” Mr. Elkin, a senior vice 
president of asset optimization at 
EQT Corp., thought at the time. 

It was a quaint memory that 
contrasts sharply with the com- 
pany’s and industry’s new normal: 
superpads — concrete platforms 
that can house 30 wells, maybe 
even 40, with long horizontal tenta- 
cles stretching underground for up 
to4 miles in each direction. 

A superpad means a quarter ofa 
billion dollars pumped into a single 
hillside in a place like rural Wash- 
ington County. It means fewer well

Emergency officials 
blame human error

An early-morning emer- 
gency alert mistakenly warning 
of an incoming ballistic missile 
attack was dispatched to cell- 
phones across Hawaii on Satur- 
day, setting off widespread 
panic in a state that was already 
on edge because of escalating 
tensions between the United 
States and North Korea. 

The alert, sent by the Hawaii 
Emergency Management 
Agency, was revoked nearly 40 
minutes after it was issued, 
prompting confusion over why 
it was released — and why it 
took so long to rescind. State of- 
ficials and residents of a nor- 
mally tranquil part of the Pa- 
cific, as well as tourists swept up 
in the panic, immediately ex- 
pressed outrage. 

“The public must have confi- 
dence in our emergency alert 
system,” Gov. David Y. Ige said. 
“I am working to get to the bot- 
tom ofthis so we can prevent an 
error ofthis type in the future.” 

Officials said the alert was 
the result of human error and 
not the work of hackers or a for- 
eign government. The mistake

That topic arose again after the 
9/11 attack in 2001 with revised 
government recommendations to 
shelter in home with plastic duct- 
taped-over windows. Again, jokes. 

Now here we go again, with 
Kim Jong Un warning that North 
Korea has missiles with nuclear 
warheads that can target any U.S. 
ZIP code. 

At 1 p.m. Tuesday, the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention will hold a session, 
“Public Health Response to a Nu-

clear Detonation,” for doctors, 
nurses, pharmacists, and veteri- 
narians, among other health offi- 
cials, to prepare for the “unthink- 
able.” 

“While a nuclear detonation is 
unlikely, it would have devastat- 
ing results and there would be 
limited time to take critical pro- 
tection steps,” CDC’s Office of 
Public Health Preparedness and 
Response stated in its announce- 
ment. “For instance, most people 
don’t realize that sheltering in 
place for at least 24 hours is cru- 
cial to saving lives and reducing 
exposure to radiation.” 

Local agencies would be ex- 
pected to lead any such response. 
In that respect, the good news is,
